Field. Williams Played a 


Fait Game, Both in the 


Line and Behind It 


For the first time since the forma- 


tion of the new triangular league/ Wil 
liams has won the annual champion- 
ship football game -with 
Wesleyan. 


The trick was done in a. fast same on 
Andrus field In Middietown Saturday 
and the score at the end of the great 
contest was 11 to 5, not as large as the 
Williams boys hoped to make it, but 
quite enough they believ* to give them 
the 
pennant—for all the indications 


make Amherst the weakest team In 
the league this year and Williams ex- 
pects to win a victory over her in 
their 
annual game on Weston field 


next Saturday. 


Nearly the entire student body of 


Williams went to Midd1«town to wit- 
ness the game, and they were well re- 
paid for the trip. The Williams line 
was strong on the defensive; Inglis 


. and Corscaden, Wesleyan's fast backs, 


could make little headway against it. 
They were not able to do anything 
around the ends because 
Williams 


quickly broke up .their interference 
and tackled the runner; and though 
they made successful short gains at 
different times by fierce and desperate 
line- bucking, they were always forced 
back when they got dangerously near 
Williams' goal. 
The 
nearest , they 


came to scoring by a touchdown dur- 
ing the whole game was on Williams' 
15-yard line. There was hardly a time 
that they made their distance by more 
tihan a foot or two, and more fre- 
quently they had but a few inches to 
spare and the distance had 
to be 


measured. Wesleyan's only score was 
made a goal from the field by Cors- 
caden after Williams - had forced his 
team back for a biff loss. 


The Williams backs o:a fart work 


when they had the ball/and the team 
was run with excellent Judgment and 
a good show of tricks and football 
strategy. Moore, who was protested 
before the gaine by Wesleyan, did not 
take hi«K position at quarterback, as it 
was not desired to play him under pro 
test. Captain O'iNeill and Coach Ha- 
zen felt perfectly safe in substituting 
Jayne, and Jayne gave them no rea- 
son for regret. No man could have 
done better in the position. Watson, 
the freshman, and Graves did most of 
the ground gaining for Williams, and 
too much praise cannot be given to 
either man, while to laud the work of 
one more than the other would be an 
injustice. 
Both simply proved them- 


selves wonders. 
Peabody was not 


called upon so frequently, since center 
bucks were not used as much as tackle 
and end plays, but he never shirked 
when called upon and seldom failed to 
gain ground. The double pass was 
wcxrtoed frequently, and netted 
two 


•onjj runs. There was some fumbling 
on the part of Williams that lost her 
at least two chances to cross her op- 
ponents goal line. The end runs were 
quite successful and were made with 
good interference. 


Wesleyan's famous revolving play, 


which last year completely annihilated 
Williams,, was tried by Wesleyan, but 
Williams tore it to pieces in a jiffy. 
It was of absolutely no use ts Wes- 
Jeyan. 


The toss-up gave Williams the south 


end of the field, but Wesleyan, wishing 
to receive the kick, twice kicked out of 
bounds. The ball went to Williams, 
who did the same thing. 
Wesleyan 


then reluctantly accepted the situa- 
tion and kicked off to Peabody, who 
was tackled by Inglis on the 30-yard 
line. Graves and Watson made short 
gains, and at the fourth rush Watson 
took ,the pigskin, circled Wesleyan's 
left end on a double pass and made a 
brilliant run of 75 yards down the field 
for a touchdown between the posts. 
O'Neill kicked the goal, and the score 
was 6 to 0, after only two minutes of 
play. 


Hatch received the second kick-off 


on the 30-yard line, and advanced 15 
yards. Five end plays and two cen- 
tfr plunges by Peabody 
netted 20 


yards. Watson then took the ball on 
another double pass, and made an- 
other long run of 45 yards, but was 
forced over the side line when only 
15 yards from the goal. Five more 
rushes, and Wesleyan for the first time 
got possession of the ball. Failing to 
make her distance, however, she had 
to forfeit the ball. Inglis here suf- 
fered a broken nose, but refused to 
leaif* the game._ Williams lost the ball 
onW1 fumble. 
Wesleyan punted and 


Williams tried a double pass, but In- 
glis broke through and tackled.

Carton* Instance* of Failure of the 


Editorial Memory. 


Among magazine editors that particu- 


lar kind of a memory which recognizes 
Instantly any literary thing which it has 
seen before is developed to 'the limit of 
Its capacity. Very rarely can a story be 
republished, even In a slightly garbled 
form or after an interval of many years 
and not be recognized and spotted by 
come ontside editor, even if it has slipped 


, past the censorship of the staff. The 
1 method usually followed by people who 
, attempt to pass off old stories as original 


Is to copy some practically unknown 


1 *tory by a famous author, leave out a 


little, add a little, and yet save enough 
that is good to make their version stand 
out from the ordinary run of the manu- 
scripts which are declined every day by 
the magazine editors. 


Some years ago one of the larger 


monthlies published a poem by a well 
known poet who died more than a cen- 
tury ago. As printed, it had been, sent 
in by an unknown contributor from the 
west. This poem so struck the editor 
that he printed it, surrounded with a 
series of drawings by one of his best and 
most expensive illustrators. When he 
was informed by his friends of the true 
origin of the poem, he made a resolution 
to accept no contribution from authors of 
whom he had no personal knowledge, and 
for E year or two strictly maintained that 
policy. A somewhat similar case occur- 
red recently when a paper in this state 
published a poem by Keat£ and duly 
printed the poet's name beneath the title. 
A number of western papers reprinted 
the poem, giving credit to John Keats 
in the 
. 


The use of extracts from magazines in 


newspapers and other magazines is not 
objected to by most of the large publish- 
ing houses, provided that the extracts are 
short ones and that a regular credit and 
copyright notice is printed either at tb* 
top or bottom of the article. In spite of 
this generally understood permission so 
many cases occur when material is used 
and no credit given that a regular print- 
ed form is kept on hand in most of the 
large establishments to be sent out in 
such cases as come under their direct no- 
tice, cases which mount up in the course 
of a year to a large number. A warning 
is usually enough to make the offending 
editor publish a note acknowledging his 
omission in the next issue of his paper, 
and it is very rare that these slight of- 
fenses have to be followed up any fur- 
ther.—New York Post.

Boston, Xov. 11.—At the Rngg^s 


Street Bapti.st church last evening the 
Rev.| A. C. Dixon, D. D., in his talk en 
current events, speaking of the presence 
of Booker-T. Wash.ngton at a dinn?r 
{riven by President Roosevelt, said that 
in his opinion thf president, by extend- 
ing this invitation, had committed the 
most btupi<<-ulon.s political blunder of the 
last dft-'Hde. because he had reopened 
tht race question throughout the south. 


Dr. Dixon said he believed the presi- 


dent had taken this step purely from 
nob'e antl j^nerous motives, but thought 
that it P. ou'd take 10 years to overcome 
ihe efi>crs of this incident. He said the 
south had been thoroughly aroused and 
the negro question wns more of a factor 
today than it had been for years. 


Dr. Dix«*-i said that if Booker Wash- 


ington had planned for the persecution 
of his race he could not have succeeded 
better than by attending this dinner. 


Dr. Dixon disclaimed any prejudice 


toward the negro. He stated that at 
some future time he should take occa- 
sion to "roast the people in this city 
alive," for their gross intolerance of the 
colored rape, which was found not only 
in the church but in every walk of life.

POULTRY RAISING. 


As a rule few old hens lay late in the 


fall or early winter. 


Indigestion is very often taken for 


cholera among fowls. 


There la no better absorbent for the 


poultry house than plaster. 


The hen lays only when she is capable 


of supplying the materials for forming an 
egg. 


All arrangements for ventilation, should 


be made so that if necessary the bouse 
can be closed in cold or stormy weather. 


A hen that is long and boat shaped and 


also fairly deep is likely to show staying 
Qualities. She should also have a deep 
chest. 


If an abundance of good sharp grit In 


kept constantly within reach of 'the fowls, 
many diseases from indigestion will b« 
avoided. 


It is not the large hen that always layc 


large eggs. Some of the breeds that lay 
large eggs are small, as tbe Spanish and 
Minorca. 


Scalded sweet milk and cooked rice will 


stop diarrhea in fowls, but don't feed 
sloppy food while the fowls are in this 
condition. 


The usual causes of roup are cold, 


dampness and exposure. Although appar- 
ently contagious, the outbreak and spread- 
ing of the disease are due primarily to 
the surroundings. 


In nearly all cases turkeys to bring 


good prices should be shot up ten days or 
two weeks and be given all that they will 
eat of a good fattening ration. Cornmeai 
and sweet potatoes boiled together fatten 
very rapidly. '

While England Has Grown 


la tbe Past Twenty Years—Policy 
of Parnell to Be Followed to Ac- 
complish tbe Cherished Purpose 


Boston, Nov. 11.—Ireland's wrongs, 


Rs hopes and aims were told to 8000 
men and women in Mechanics' hall last 
Bight by the Irish envoys, Messrs. Red- 
mond, McHngh and O'Donnell. This 
great gathering was directed by the 
United Irish league and the presiding 
officer was William L. (Jarrison. 


Mr. Redmond was the 
principal 


speaker, and 
in his opening he re- 


ferred to his first address here 18 years 
ago when John Boyle O'Reilly pre- 
sided. Since that time, he said, he had 
been engaged in and out of the house of 
commons, in many countries and in tba 
prison cell for the Irish causa. On his 
'visit here 20 years ago Ireland was di- 
vided into two factions and the work 
of Parnell 
seemed to have gone to 


naught. But now, he said, things are 
changed. On the platform he saw the 
faces of those who in the past were 
estranged from the cause, but who are 
now determined to have a United Irish 
league in Ireland and everywhere else. 


He gave a detailed account of the work 


of uniting the various factions which 
has resulted in the United Irish league, 
ihe principle of which he declared was 
not different from the movement of 
Parnell in 1880. 


The speaker said be knew only one 


difference from 1880 and that was that 
Ireland was stronger and England was 
weaker. He and bis colleagues had 
come to America to announce tbe unity 
of the United Irish league, and to ask 
for the moral and the material support 
from the Irish race in America, from 
their descendants and the 
American 


people themselves. 


He was boiind to say that if they were 


left alone as they had been for the last 
12 months, tbe poor people of Ireland 
bad still the determination, the old spirit 
if self sacrifice to continue the fight 
until emancipation was a reality. 


In speaking of the work of the Irish 


members of parliament 
be said that 


every English member of parliament 
was trying to solve what they caller] 
the Irish nuisance. Some one had pro- 
posed to reduce their number from 80 
to 60, but the speaker maintained ''that 
60 determined men would be as much 
of a nuisance as 80. If they want to 
abate the Irish nuisance and are sin- 
cere in their desire. ,let them reduce us 
altogether. We are in the English par- 
liament-against our wills. Let them 
send us home to rule Ireland in our 
own country according to the Irish 
ways. Let them give us our own, gov- 
ernment, let them give us our free 
dom." 


Thomas O'Donnell began with a greet- 


ing in Gaelic, after which he made an 
address along the same line's as that 
of Mr. Redmond. 


P. A. McHugh, the last speaker, spoke 


on the bright outlook for the Irish people 
and said they must follow the policy u 
Parnell. He eaid that in Ireland there 
were only two factions, one for the Irish 
people and the other against them. He 
paid a tribute to Mr. Redmond, tbe 
leader of the Irish parliamentary dele- 
gation. 


Rev. Arthur J. Teeling of Lynn in- 


troduced a series of resolutions which 
were unanimously adopted, endorsing 
the plan of the United Irish league as 
outlined by Mr. Redmond and promis- 
ing moral and financial support to the 
movement. 


The guests of the evening were es- 


corted to the hall from the Bellevue hotel 
by seven companies of the ninth regi- 
ment, M. V. M.

and come home with fisherman's luck. 
The highest authorities among bay men 
tell me that thunder drives the fish into 
deep water offshore and that vivid light- 
ning so disturbs their sleep that they take 
a tiay or two off for rest and recupera- 
tion. Thus it happens that on the third 
day after a hard storm with fulminntion 
and pyrotechnics the catch is phenome- 
nal, 
whereas on the first or second day 


after there is no sport except sailing o'er 
the bounding billows or groaning on a 
ground swell.—-New York Press.

For the cure of epilepsy, or the falling 


sickness, numerous are the charms that 
have been invented. A very common 
remedy among the poor people about 
London and particularly in Essex was to 
cut the tip of a black cat's tail in order 
to procure three drops of blood, which 
are to be taken in a spoonful of milk and 
repeated three days successively. If the 
patient was informed of the composition, 
it lost its" efficacy. The patients also were 
to creep head foremost down some three 
pairs of stairs three times a day for three

Outlined In Speech by One 


Very Close to Him 


QUESTION OF EECIPEOCITY 


Might Be Better Perfected by General 


Law TJiitu by Treaties— Upbuilding 
of Merchant Marine and stronger 
Navy Strongly Advocated 


Boston, Nov. 11.—Senator Lodge was 


the principal attraction at a dinner of 
the Middlesex club held at Young's 
hotel Saturday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of celebrating the recent election. 


The announcement that Mr. Lodge 


was to take advantage of the ooo^ion, 
his first opportunity for public utterance 
since his return from abroad, and since 
the change of the administration at 
Washington, to deliver a^somewhat ex- 
tended address, which, on account of 
his close personal relations with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, it was anticipated would 
be especially important 
and timely, 


served as a magnet to attract an ex- 
ceptionally large gathering of the club 
membership. 


Mr. Lodge's speech hnd been carefully 


prepared, and, appreciating, no doubt, 
that unusual significance might be at- 
tached to his utterances at this time, it 
was as carefully delivered. He usually 
speaks, when addressing social gather- 
ings, state conventions and political 
meetings, without manuscript or notes 
of any kind, and the newspapers, under 
such circumstances, rely upon their own 
shorthand reports of what he says. 
Saturday, hoAvever, he had his address 
written out in advance, and the type- 
written manuscript was before him 
upon an improvised desk when he arose 
to speak. 


Tbe principal points In Mr. Lodge's 


speech pertained to the questions of 
reciprocity, the 
development of an 


American merchant marine, the con- 
struction of the isthmian canal, the 
maintenance ot tbe Monroe doctrine 
and the establishment of a navy of in- 
creased strength. With reference to 
reciprocity, he declared that it was an 
integral part of the protective system, 
a fact which he said should not be lost 
sight of. He asserted that free trade 
England, for example, 
cannot make 


reciprocal arrangements with other na- 
tinns. because she has nothing to give. 
IJe argtibd that, while practically every- 
body agreed as To the desirability of an 
effective reciprocity policy, tbe people 
should not forget the practical difficul- 
ties which confront congress in perfect- 
ing the details of such an arrangement, 
which, he intimated, might be better 
perfected by a general law than by 
treaties. 


Applause greeted the senator's inter- 


esting declaration: "I do not think any 
duty ought ever to have been injposed 
upon hides." 


"I do not regard it as a protective 


duty," be continued, "and I think it was 
laid in deference to a mistaken senti- 
ment. Nevertheless, there are'sections 
of the country which attach much im- 
portance to that duty, and other sec- 
tions of the country attach equal im- 
portance on the'duty on wool." Reduc- 
tions in the duties on hides and, wool, 
he thought it "needless for me to saj», 
would be, in themselves, entirely agree- 
able to me and all New England repre- 
sentatives." 


In discussing tbe necessity for up- 


building the merchant marine of the 
United States, he alluded to the 'en- 
couragement given ship builders abroad, 
which caused Americans to go there to 
build ships, adding: "We must give our 
merchant marine the same encourage- 
ment and protection which other na- 
tions give to theirs. We should put tnem 
on an equality. We must enable them 
to meet foreign subsidies and the 
greater cheapness of foreign labor. I 
believe this can be done, and I do not 
think there is any more important duty 
incumbent upon congress than to pass 
a bill which shall aid and build up our 
merchant marine. 


"With the enlarged commerce which I 


believe the coming years are to bring 
tinder wise legislation, It becomes more 
than ever important that we should have 
tbe isthmian canal. 


"I believe from what little I know, 


that we shall have a treaty with Eng- 
land at the coming session which will 
remove, honorably for both nations, 
whatever obstacles now exist to the 
building of tbe canal In.the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. If such a treaty is sub- 
mitted to us by the president there is no 
more pre-ssing duty than its immediate 
ratification, to be followed at once by 
the passage of the canal bill. 


"We have nothing bufrthe kindliest 


feelings to all nations and most ear- 
nestly wish to cultivate good relations 
with them all. There can be but one 
nation, in iny opinion, which would be 
our enemy, and that is the nation which 
should attempt to take possession of 
any portion of the American hemi- 
sphere. 


"I do not know that any nation is con- 


templating any such step. I trust and 
believe there is none, but I know of but 
one sure guarantee of the peace, which 
we desire above all things, and that is 
that we should have a navy so powerful 
that no nation on earth would think of 
making a wanton attack upon us. or of 
attempting the overthrow of the Mon- 
roe doctrine." 


APPLE RECIPES. 


By Mrs. Barbara Sadler. 


The apple is one of the leading and 


Staple fruits for the i\"zt few months. 
As it is a most S. a'l'uy and desirablo 
fruit we cannot roxplain of this but 
rather take advantage oL' the best recipes 
we can find for pi-c-parin? the fruit for 
the table. The dc>-iau>io recipes are le- 
gion but I have a lew that you will be 
sure to put away with yonr culiuary 
treasures and bring them out for u;e 
when a real good thing that is not ex- 
pensive is especially demanded. 


Apple Marmalade. 


Pear, core snd slice the apples into a 


bowl of e«ld water mixed with enough 
lemon juicv to make it pleasantly sour; 
when they ara all dene drain and weigh 
them, and if f.>r present use put them 
into the preserving pan with one-half 
pound of sugar for each pound of fruit: 
but, if for storing, very nearly equal 
weights must be used. Add to them the 
;aice and rery grated rind of one or 
niore lemons, according to quantity, set 
the pan over a sharp fire, and cook the 
apples, stirring constantly until they 
jelly, when they must be put into glass 
jars in the ordinary way. 


Apple Souffle-. 


Stew one and a quarter pounds of ap- 


ples till reduced 'tc a pulp in a very lit- 
tle water, which pass through a shair 
sieve and mix with one well beaten egg. 
Beat the yolks of two eg?s with two 
ounces of sugar for ten minutes, then 
add to them two ounces of blanched al- 
monds, all finely chopped; add this to 
the apple puree, and mix in at the last 
the whites of the two eggs beaten to a 
very stiff froth. Pour the whole into a 
deep dish antl bake in a moderate oven 
twenty-five, minutes. 


Apple Dumpling. 


The apples should be very large and 


juicy, cored and filled with sugar soaked 
in lemon juice, and covered with grated 
lemon peel, nutmeg and a little salt. 
Make a paste of one pint of finely 
minced suet to a large quart of flour 
and a very little water; one-half the 
suet rubbed into the flour, the other half 
spread over the sheet of dough. They 
should be boiled in small cloths sprink- 
led with flour with room for the dump- 
lings to swell. Serve very hot >and eat 
with flavored cream sauce. 


Fried Apples. 


Beat two eggs, add a tablespoonful of 


sugar and three of sifted flour; slice tart 
apples, dip in the batter and fry in but- 
ter: take up, sprinkle with sugar and 
serve hot.

Take a pound of any, 
cold meat, mince it and mix it with, 4 
seasoning of herbs, pepper, salt and 
either chopped tomato, mushrooms OB 
pickles, according to season.

SWEET POTATO PINEAPPLE. 
Boil, peel and mash four or five good- ( 
sized sweet potatoes, add one large ta- i 
blespoonful of butter, one tablespoonful 1 
of very light brown sugar, one tea- 
spoonful of salt and one pinch each of 
mace and grated nutmeg. 
Mould this 


into pineapple shape and place on a but- 
tered tin. Make tiny depressions in it 
to resemble the eyes ia the pineapple 
with the tip of a spoon and into each 
put a bit of butter. Brown lightly in a 
hot oven. 


POULETTE SAUCE FOR EN- 
TREES. 


Heat a pint of white stock made of 


chicken or veal and add to it slowly 
four egg yolks beaten with a cupful of 
cream. 
This must be done after the 


sauce has been removed from the fire, 
and stirring must be continual. 
Let it 


thicken over the fire, but do not let it 
boil or it will curdle. Add slowly one 
tablespeqnful of butter—a small piece at 
a time—the juice of half a lemon, a ta- 
blespoonful of chopped parsley and a 
dash of nutmeg.

BAKED MUSHROOMS. ' 


Use the large variety of mushrooms, 


which should ' be peeled and stewed. 
Toast thin slices of bread; dip them for 
an instant ia seasoned beef stock and 
use them to line a deep baking dish. 
Fill in with layers of mushrooms, sprin- 
kled with salt, paprika and bits of but-4 
ter, and pour over all a gill of stock. 
Bake for twenty minutes with the cover 
on, then remove and c"»*k for five min- 
utes. Serve veiy hot,

The oldest newspaper in the Domin- 


ion of Canada, the Montreal Gazette, 
was founded on June 3, 1778, and for 
some time was printed in the French 
language.

TUB RIETHOlt OP RECIPROCITY 


There should be a widespread and 


•wholesome interest in the 'annual re. 
ports concerning the North Adams 
hospital given at the annual meeting' 
held Saturday and published in Sat- 
urday's Transcript. 
The institution 


touches North Adams life at so many 
points, in the home as well as in the 
hospital itself, that its methods and 
management should be the subject of 
constant 
understanding 
discussion. 


The words 'Of Mrs. Williams, the presi- 
dent, in her address, should be taken 
to mind for practical Implication, when 
she said, "We want cnr work under- 
stood. We invite scruf.'ny, investiga- 
tion and discussion that we may reap 
the sympathy, best advice and wisdom 
of you all." 


Especially should attention be called 


to that part of the report which deals 
with one of the most important ways 
in which the influence of the hospital 
is felt in homes. This is in connection 
with the securing of nurses to care for 
the sick in the home instead of in the 
hospital. 
It has been the source of 


surprise and regret that the training 
school for nurses in connection with 
the hospital prepares so few young 
women for the profession of nursing 
who remain in the city to practice. 
Physicians and others who have need 
for. the services of trained nurses, a 
need which is growing rapidly with 
the growth of wisdom in the art of 
recovery1, have often been put to seri- 
ous inconvenience by the inability to 
secure- nurses in this city.' 


The management of the hospital has 


not been Dlmd to this need, and at the 
annual meeting announcement was 
made of a plan which is partially 
meeting the demand. 
This is in the 


way of providing from the 
hospital 


nurses who will go into the home to 
perform the more "difficult duties of 
nursing, and to instruct some member 
of the family to carry on the Avork. 


More and more every year doctors 


are coming to see the necessity for 
such nursing as only a trained person 
can give, it was to supply this grow- 
ing need-that the training school for 
nurses was added to the. hospital equip 
went. The community should expect 
to see this school supply the commu- 
nity's needs, and the effort of the hos- 
pital management to make it do so 
will meet with the warmest approval 
on the part of all.

That reciprocity in practice is some- 


thing more than a political watchword 
the coming session of congress is to 
give ample evidence. The dominance 
of this feature of our economic prob- 
lems in the discussions of the next 
session has been certain ever since the 
last congress left pending 11 treaties 
all concerning it. The last speech of 
President McKinley at Buffalo fixed 
it in the minds of the country and made 
certain how positive was to be the at- 
titude of the administration. 
Since

istration there had been no such de- 
cisive utterance until the speech in 
Boston Saturday 
night 
of 
Senator 


Henry Cabot Lodge, whcfc is held to 
voice the 
sentiments of • President 


Roosevelt more surely than any other 


man. 


There are few public thinkers who 


are not believers in some form of re- 
ciprocity. It has by some been op- 
posed as merely another form of free 
trade, the fact being lost sight of that 
without the great benefits of a system 
of 
industrial protection reciprocity 


would be impossible. 
As Senator 


Lodge states it, taking free-trade Eng- 
land as an example, she "cannot make 
reciprocal arrangements with other 
nations because she has nothing tt> 
give. The United States, on the other 
hand, being a protectionist nation, has 
something to give in exchange for cor- 
responding advantages." It is our pro- 
tective policy which has built up an 
industrial efficiency that now seeks 
through the agency of reciprocity to 
make new markets 
for an 
output 


which has filled the home field and is 
ready to run over. 


Concerning the 
principle of reci- 


procity, therefore, there is little real 
question. It will be in the next con- 
gress a question of methods. The be- 
ginning has been made by proposing 
individual treaties with separate na- 
tions, each providing for the special 
conditions of the particular country in 
question. This has been the method 
most looked to. Senator Lodge, how- 
ever, suggests that "it is by no means 
certain than the reciprocity that we 
all desire cannot be better and more 
quickly^obtained by a general law than 
by a series of treaties which would 
give us- a different tariff for every na- 
tion in the world." 


This would mean a method of deal- 


ing with the problem which at the be- 
ginning would seem to involve many 
more difficulties 
than 
the method 


which has been begun. Reciprocity is 
in its very nature, as Senator Lodge 
refers to it, a bargain. And with us it 
must be a bargain that shall protect 
at all costs the workingmen of this 
country in their industry, or as Presi- 
dent McKinley said at Buffalo, "which 
will not interrupt our home produc- 
tions." 
It is this which makes the 


problem so very difficult and which 
brings most clearly the need for in- 
dividual treaties. 
This country is more varied in the na- 
ture of its industries than any of those 
with which we shall deal in our reci- 
procity arrangements. 
Some of the 


treaties now pending affect New Eng- 
land but little. Others concern coun- 
tries which might prove competitors 
with our New England industries. 
TaKe for instance the Argentine treaty, 
which would involve admitting to this 
country hides, a thing which would be 
welcomed by New England, while the 
French treaty would give the New 
England shoe manufacturers no added 
market for their product. Other parts 
of the country are warmly opposed to 
the Argentine treaty, while as warmly 
in favor of the French treaty. These 
difficulties show how greatly compli- 
cated would be the problem' of 
at- j 


tempting to* deal with the matter by 
general legislation. 


It is a matter which will demand the 


most stydious attention of congress, 
and which should call for no small 
amount of wisdom on the part of, the 
different 
sections of the country in 


recognizing that the one desire is to 
benefit the country as a whole, and 
that each section must be willing to 
sacrifice certain things for the good of 


There is an instinctive shock to anv 


community in learning that any prom- 
inent man has gone there "to rest." It 
was for this reason that when Seth 
Low went to Great Harrington immed- 
iately after the New York election, 
the citizens of that town at once began 
to pester him for receptions, bpeeches 
and the like., That Mr. Low has been 
able to decline all these without losing 
his temper speaks well for his train- 
ing.

Where Many Immigrant* Arrive. 
Ellis island, in New York harbor 


where countless immigrants laud, afford* 
a rare study in osculation.- At no place 
in the wide world is there so much kiss- 
ing done. The oscillatory performance is 
of the continuous variety, and day in and 
day out, no matter what the weather 
conditions are, the kissing show goes on. 


The particular spot where long sepa- 


rated friends and relatives thus come to- 
gether in earnest embrace is officially 
known as the bureau of information, lo- 
cated near the western part of the build- 
ing wherein immigrants from the re- 
motest quarters of the globe are receiv- 
ed, examined and, if 4iot found wanting, 
given into the fostering care of Miss Co- 
lumbia and her Uncle Sam. The gate 
through which the eligible immigrants 
emerge to become residents of the new 
world is known as the kissing gate. 
Here is where those from a foreign shore 
meet those who have been awaiting their 
arrival. 


Mother and daughter meet husband- 


and father here after long years of sepa- 
ration. It is here that sweethearts clasp 
hands and indulge in a furtive kiss under 
the cold eye of the officials, who are so 
used to the sight th.it they pay little at- 
tention to it.

CZOLbOSZ NOT A CHRISTIAN 


Being a Christian a Matter of Grtwih 


Not ot Conversion 
* 


B«v. Henry Riegal of Wilmington. 


Vt., who preached at the Universallst 
church yesterday in exchange with 
Bev. A. E. Wright, took for his eve- 
ning subject "Would a change of heart 
before execution have made Czolgosz 
a Christian?" 


Mr. Beigal began by reading a clip- 


ping from a New York paper, report- 
ing the statement of the Polish priest 
who visited Czolgoga shortly 
before 


his execution, to the effect that the 
murderer was a Christian. But Mr. 
Riegal does not believe a man can be- 
come a Christian on the instant, and 
he commented plainly on the talk that 
is frequently heard in connection with 
condemned men about their conversion, 
etc., and 
the assumption that they 


pass directly into heaven. Mr. Bieg- 
el's idea of a Christian is one who 
tries to lead a life as near like that of 
Christ as possible, and he said he had 
known many who had done this to toe 
very slow about claiming that they 
were Christians. 
He thought great 


modesty should prevail in the matter 
of claiming to be ChTitslan and b> had 
no patience with the practice of evan- 
gelists in calling on all Christians and 
those desiring to be Christians to rise. 
He spoke of this as one of the tracks 
of the evangelist's trade, and thought 
it high time that it should be aban- 
doned. 
BS thought 
a 
distinction 


should be made between disciples and 
Christians. The time has gone by for 
these bold claims of Christianity, and 
for this practice the priesthood of the 
whole 
church 
is 
responsible, 
the 


priests of the protestant church as 
well as those of the Catholic. Sincere 
regret for wrong and sin may ,make 
one a disciple, but not a Christian. 
One has to grow tt> be a Christian and 
to be refined by experience and suffer- 
ing. So the Universalist church says 
Czolgosz was not a Christian and can 
not be until he has been sufficiently 
disciplined. 
, 


Some think the Universalist church 


does not believe in hell, but this is a 
mistake. We do believe in hell, and 
that its pains must be suffered by 
every sinful soul till it voluntarily 
turns to God. Mr. Riegal thought the 
Christian church should be much more 
modest. He said it had looked upon 
God much as the Jews do, as if Tie was 
its special God, and as though Chris- 
tians were his special charge. Mr. 
Biegel thought there was room for 
much more modesty than has been 
practiced by so-called Christians, and 
that instead of claiming murderers to 
be Christians those who are trying to 
lead the Christian life may well be 
careful of their .grroifad betore as- 
suming to be more than disciples.

"When a deep water sailing ship ar- 


rives at V.«r home port, the men in the 
forecast! *, from being nothing but bedev- 
iled scallawags, become the spoiled chil- 
dren of fortune," says Carl Horey in 
Ainslee's. "They are men of mark; they 
are tremendously sought after; their en- 
try is triumphal. In half a dozen shore 
boats which have been rxpeditiously fas- 
tened to the Bides of the vessel people 
stand up and bespeak the favor of the 
poor sailors, offering gifts. The sailors 
knew it would be so all along, so they are 
not surprised by these attentions, flatter- 
Ing as they are. The boarding masters 
have rowed do-vn for them, and little tai- 
lors and inferior crayon portrait and 
dance hall men have rowed down special- 
ly to meet them; even the missionaries 
representing wealthy and conservative 
philanthropic organizations have sent em- 
issaries to bring them safely in. It is all 
but a certainty that the foolish sailors 
will never be permitted to leave the ship 
in peace, walk to the consulate, draw 
their $60 or $100 or $200 wages and then 
depart to spend it as they please. 


"A sailor falls into a position -when he 


goes ashore like that of the foreign nota- 
bility who happens to be the municipal 
guest. They present him with the free- 
dom of the city and then turn»him. over 
to his keepers. The boarding masters are 
his keepers every time. They make him 
the largest kind of promises down the 
bay. They can well afford it, since they 
own him when he touches land. Not that 
the fact that the common sailor is natu- 
rally an absurdly helpless object in a 
great city, just as helpless and absurd as 
an ordinary business man would be who 
should suddenly find himself thrust in 
charge of a 'gallant, bounding bark,' has 
escaped the attention of our lawmaker*. 
By no means. Congress has passed nu- 
merous acts intended to serve as safe- 
guards for Jack's course ashore. Some of 
these measures afford him the greatest 
annoyance. All are apt to be far less real 
to him than the boarding master's prom- 
ise, coupled as it is with brilliantly label- 
ed plugs of tobacco and glorious ten cent 
bottles of whisky. He needs a foster fa- 
ther, and he knows he wants a friend. 
He finds both at once in the flashy, red 
faced, jolly, smooth talking individuals 
who know exactly what his wishes are 
and prove it to him on the spot. 


"As soon as a vessel passes quarantine 


the small boats draw alongside, and the 
boatmen, who understand their business, 
make fast at once by throwing an iron 
hook attached to a rope over the rail. 
" 'Hello, boys, what ship is this herer 


one of the boarding house runners asks 
conversationally. 'How long you been 
out? 
Nasty bit o' sea you might 'a' 


struck. Well, you'll be willin' to take it 
easy fer awhiles. Sure, I got just the 
place fer a fine set o' men like you fel- 
lers to spend a little holiday ashore.' 


"Meanwhile the foolish sailors have 


swung buckets overside, which the lands- 
men fill up with the gaudy bottles of 
drink, disposing their business cards con- 
spicuously. They watch the buckets with 
cats' eyes as the group of seamen leaning, 
on the rail haul them up swaying, for the 
sailor who takes out the 'hard stuff" be- 
longs to the man who put it in. 


"Great palavering continues on the 


part of the men in the boats, responded 
to freely by the sailors, after which the 
boarding masters and their crowd, having 
learned which pier the ship is bound to, 
draw off and pull away.. -, 


"A short time ago they would h'ave 


scrambled aboard the vessel'.like pirates 
and poured into the forecastle to do their 
business there. They used to carry the 
entire crew away with them then and 
there, sometimes with the permission of 
the captain, often as not without it. The 
captalc of a fine ship may be, an outra- 
geous bully at sea, but he is apt to be a 
lamb when he comes to deal with the 
crowd that own the water front. The au- 
thorities, however, have put a stop to 
boarding vessels in the stream. 


"When the ship touches Her pier, the 


boarding masters are there, ready and 
waiting to pick their men out. 


'• 'You're McCarthy's man,"»says one. 
" 'You're Tom Bodine's man,' says an- 


other. 'You've got his card.' 
" 'Step along o' me, Mustard Top,' puts 


In a third genially. 'You took my whisky, 
friend.' 


"And so, with a little confusion, maybe 


a scuffle, matters are arranged, and the 
small, spare, rather pallid seamen (sail- 
ors in the merchant service are not the 
bronzed athletes you ?ee on men-of-war) 
troop away with their large, well fed, 
thick necked companions to the Cherry 
street settlement of crazy boarding houses 
•where men convene from round the Horn, 
from China, from Sydney and the Indies 
for a brief, ridiculously costly holiday in 
the slums and rookeries 'long shore. The 
reason why he must go with the boarding 
master is plain. The law allows the ship 
four days in which to pay its men. In 
credit, and as the man who has 'run the 
the meantime Jack must live entirely on 
easting down' wants a 'good time' and 
wants it quick the bargain is soon struck, 
from which he never gets away until he 
finds himself at sea again minus a 
month's advance. 


"It was a typical instance when a sail* 


or lounged out of the door of the British 
shipping office in New York the other 
day, having been told that the ship would 
not pay until the end of the week. It 
was only Wednesday then, and the man's 
face told a tale of disappointment that 
was instantly marked by the loafers on 
the sidewalk. 'What'll you give for a 
drink?' one asked. 
" 'A dollar,' said the sailor,, brightening 


up. 'Go dry,' returned the other noncha- 
lently. 'Two dollars,' the sailor offered. 
The land shark made him the same reply. 
It was not until the sailor bad raised his 
offer to $5 that his new friend consented, 
and they went away together. When this 
crew was finally paid off, it is a certainty 
that the land shark was there in the din- 
gy old room and that he took his reward 
for his expenditures at a rate of dollars 
to dimes."

The electrician was working upon a

QUEER HABITS OF THE MARTEN.

Be Ha* a Ravenous Appetite 


Honey and His Own Young. 


"The'Hudson bay marten, the little fur 


bearer whose skin is ever popular and at 
times exceedingly valuable, is still plenti- 
ful in that region of fur bearers," said W. 
B. Salmon, one time a trapper for the 
Hudson BV company, "but I believe it 
would have been virtually extinct there 
long ago if it were not for a habit it has 
of making periodical disappearances, for 
the mystery ofr which 1 never heard any 
satisfactory explanation. 


"These' disappearances occur every ten 


years. Wher-? the animals "go to no one 
knows. No dead ones are ever found, and 
no one has yet discovered any evidence of 
their migration to any other region. A 
few martens, of course, remain on their 
old feeding grounds, but during the sea- 
son of the disappearance of their fellows 
none of them will touch the bait in a 
trap, and consequently none is caught. 
The next year the martens are back 
again in their old haunts as numerous as 
over and for ten years more submit to 
being caught. 


"The Hudson bay martens seem to be 


the only ones of the species that have 
this strange habit. The Lake Superior 
martens don't waste any of their time in 
disappearing voluntarily, but are found at 
the old stand year in and year out, hous- 
ing themselves in hollow trees in the 
deepest woods and making His a perpet- 
_ual burden to birds, squirrels, rabbits and 
other small game ou which they prey. 


"The Lake Superior marten has one 


predilection of the palate, in which he re- 
sembles the bear. That is a passion for 
honey. He will line a wild bee to its 
home with the precision of the most ex- 
pert bee hunter, and the hidden sweets 
of that bee colony will have to be in a 
most inaccessible place if the marten 
doesn't soon revel in them. 


"Like the male mink, the male marten 


has an overpowering love not only for 
his own offspring, but for the offspring 
of his fellow martens—such peculiar love, 
indeed, that if it wasn't for the instinct 
and shrewdness of the mother martens 
the race of martens would have been un- 
known long ago. The male marten is so 
fond of his young that he will eat them 
up whenever he happens to find them. 
The mother, therefore, bears her young 
in some secret hiding place, and keeps 
them hidden until they are half grown 
and able to defy the cannibalistic love of 
their sire. The female mink exercises 
the same instinct with her progeny, for 
the father of them, as fond as he is of 
trout and other fish, will leave his fishing 
any time to dine on his interesting little 
family."—New York Times.

The presence of several "Dutchmen" 


in the custom house building, near the 
roof, attralted the other day the" atten- 
tion of a small but interested group of 
observers. I was passing at the time and 
overheard one man say to another, point- 
ing at the same time with his tmgcr, 
"There they are, right abovt that cor- 
nice." 


I was nrt particularly curious, but a 


few feet fa/ther on I inquired of a boy 
who had just coice from the scene as to 
the nature of the trouble, if there was 
any, and he told me that one of the men 
had said that there we{e a couple of 
Dutchmen up there. I retraced my steps 
and looked intently for the gentlemen 
from Holland, but couldn't see anything 
on or near the roof, and, as the men were 
still gazing at the building, I ventured to 
ask about any person being seen on the 
edifice. 
The man whom I addressed I 


found to be a'well known architect, and 
he replied that he, was merely pointing 
out to a visiting member of the craft sev- 
eral "Dutchmen" in some of the larger 
blocks of marble. 


"You see," he said, "when a contractor 


receives a large piece of marble contain- 
ing a flaw he hates to sacrifice the whole 
piece on that account, and so he deftly 
inserts a plug in the place, the same as a 
patch, and when it is properly smoothed 
over BO one but an expert can tell it. 
In 


time, however, the lines of the plug or 
'Dutchman,' as it is called, can easily be 
seen, just as you-can see those two up 
there," he said, pointing to the spot. 
I 


certainly felt enlightened. 


By the way, policemen sometimes use 


another kind of "Dutchman." When at 
night they discover the door of a building 
not locked, they nail a little piece of wood 
on the back of the door, a foot or so from 
the floor, and another piece on the floor, 
say an equal distance from the bottom of 
the door. Then a board is obtained, one 
end of which is placed against the cleat 
which has been made on the floor, while 
the other end rests loosely against the 
back of the door. When everything is 
ready, the policeman gently pulls the 
door to, the board slips under the cleat 
and the place is so securely locked that 
when the occupant comes the next morn- 
ing he must either break in the door or 
get a ladder and enter in that way. So 
much for the handy uses of Dutchmen, 
and there may be others.—Philadelphia 
Ledger.

Jackson Dawson, however, the super- 
intendent and head gardener of the ar- 
boretum, has recently given some ad- 
vice as to the best method of applying 
one of the standard government prepa- 
rations for exterminating the scale 
which seems likely to be generally use- 
ful. 


The preparation referred to Is that 


recommended for an uncertain climate 
liable to rains and showers and is as 
follows: "Whale oil or fish oil soap, 
preferably made with potash lye, is dis- 
solved in water by boiling at the rate 
of two pounds of soap to a gallon of 
water. It is applied hot, and on a 
moderately warm day in winter it can 
be put on the trees with an ordinary 
spray pump. 


Mr. Dawson suggests February and 


March as the best months for this soap 
treatment and as the most thorough 
means of applying It an ordinary flat 
paint brush, with which every part of 
the infected tree should be gone over. 
The brush, Mr. Dawson says, is usual- 
ly more effective than the spray in all 
similar applications, but it should be 
followed later, perhaps just before the 
budding of the tree, by a thorough 
syringing with the same wash made up 
!a about half the usual strength. In 
uhfcnnuner a still more diluted wash, 
•j-rl-'aps ten gallons of -wfcter to a 
•icond of soap, may be serviceable 
against the scale and by the addition 
of a teaspooBful of pans green to a gal- 
lon of waiter be made an effective gen- 
eral insecticide. - 


It has been announced that an at- 


tempt is being made to find a parasite 
of the scale in Japan for use in infect- 
ed districts In this country, and it is 
interesting in this connection to learn 
that the American scientists who have 
gone there with this idea In mind have 
found the Japanese using the brush in 
just the same way as has been recom- 
mended by Mr. Dawson.

A. Whirlpool In Which the Lnre«st 


Steamer* Wonld Be Helpless. 


We sailed through the famous mael- 


strom which the ancients believed guards 
the entrance to the sublimest beauty of 
the fiords of the Lofoden islands and has 
furnished so much material for the imag- 
ination of the authors of Norwegian leg- 
endry and modern novelists. It is a real- 
ity. Not one, but several maelstroms ac- 
tually exist, and any of them will answer 
the descriptions given by Victor Hugo, 
Jules Verne, Edgar A. Poe and writers 
of lesser fame. The chief and most dan- 
gerous is an extraordinary whirlpool be- 
tween the islands of Moskene and Roest, 
near the southern extremity of the Lofo- 
den archipelago. It is called Mosknaes- 
Strommen. Another, by the island of 
Vaero, called the Saelstrom, is almost as 
dangerous. 


There are many narrow channels be- 


tween the mountains where great vol- 
umes of water coming from opposite di- 
rections meet as the tide flows in and out. 
They form temporary whirlpools twice a 
day, and during the spring tides or when 
the natural currents are accelerated by 
heavy western gales passage is impossi- 
ble. No vesspl could survive them. Even 
whales have been caught and whirled 
around until they were dead. Between 
times 
these 
channels 
look innocent 


enough. Even small boats can pass safe- 
ly through them at the proper time each 
day, and the departure of the mail boats 
is regulated accordingly, but they have 
actually disappeared, being sucked into 
the vortex and carried to the bottom to 
whirl and whirl and whirl until the wa- 
ters are tired and flow away, carrying 
the wrecks and bodies of the dead with 
them on the undercurrent to emerge miles 
and miles distant. 


It is not strange that the ignorant and 


superstitions sailors of the middle ages 
attributed this mighty and mysterious ac- 
tion of the waters to supernatural power, 
and their imaginative minds, always cre- 
ating monsters and miracles out of natu- 
ral phenomena which they could not un- 
derstand, placed in them an octopus whose 
awful arms were always extended to 
grasp unwary mariners who were so un- 
fortunate as to come within his reach. 
Later writers and more intelligent repre- 
sented the maelstrom as a vast caldron in 
which the waters revolve with terrific 
speed, their centrifugal force extending a 
long distance and gradually drawing to- 
ward the center all who venture within 
their power. Tke mariners struggle and 
shriek in rain. The monster is inexora- 
ble, and when the crisis comes the vessel 
springs out of the water and then shoots 
suddenly down into the vortex, while the 
shrieks of terror and despair are drowned 
in'the rushing of the hungry torrent and 
the howling of the wind-?. 


The straits are very 'Innrerons, and all 


vessels are warned to keep out of them 
The notes «pon tbe charts issued by the 
Norwegian uydrographic office say that 
"when the wind is steady at Bocd and 
ebb tide each day tie whirlpool is still 
for half an hour or more, trhrn boat? 
nay then pass through, but half way be 
tween flood aud ebb tide the passage be- 
comes dacgirous, although it can be used 
by steamers and large vessels when there 
is no wind for several hours a day. To- 
ward the height of the tide or when a 
gale is blowing the water revolves with a 
speed of twenty-six miles an hour in 
mighty whirlpools in which the largest 
steamers would be helpless."—Norwegian 
Letter in Chicago Herald.

One explanation of the use of this prosaic 
piece of ironmongery as a talisman is 
that the Russian peasants used to paint 
outside their doors a picture of the Bless- 
ed Virgin. The halo around the head 
they gilded. The rains and snows wash- 
ed off the paint eventually, but the gild- 
ing remained in the shape of a horseshoe, 
and the peasants regarded it with the 
same reverence as they had the whole 
picture. 
From Russia the travelers 


brought stories of the peasants having 
norseshoes at their doors as a protection 
against evil fortune, and so the supersti- 
tion of the horseshoe spread over the 
worldi 


The other explanation, and probably 


the true one, is that the symbol is of a 
far more ancient origin The Greeks and 
the Romans who pinned their faith to the 
goddess Diana used to wear as a symbol 
of their loyalty to the divine huntress hef 
symbol of the crescent moon. As the 
ages rolled the crescent became a horse- 
shoe. One is at liberty to accept either of 
these explanations or to reject both of 
them, but whatever the oiigm of the be- 
ttef in the horseshoe as a portent of good 
luck, whether it be the symbol of tho 
heathen goddess Diana or of the Chiis- 
tian Virgin, there are hundreds of thou- 
sands of people throughout the world 
Who would "never take the horseshoe 
from the door-." 
Among the Italians a horseshoe is sup- 


posed to be a prdtection against the evil 
eye, and when they feel in need of such 
an amulet and have not a horseshoe 
handy they point out with the little finger 
and the first finger, tucking away the sec- 
ond and third fingers under the thumb 
and thus making a passable sort of 
horseshoe of the hand. They always do 
this in the rural districts of Italy when 
they meet an Englishman, a man with a 
snapshot camera or anything else doubt-

North Adams' great murder mys- 


tery, now four years old. will not dis- 
appear. It was one of the most re- 
markable murder cases on record from 
the start, and th chapters that have 
been added to the story as the years 
have gone by have not detracted any 
from the great interest in the un- 
solved mystery. 


The suicide of Horace Lanfair 
at 


Pittsfleld yesterday has''revived the in- 
terest in a way that shows that the 
people are as much alive to the mys- 
tery of the murder as ever; apparently 
it needs but little at any time to re- 
kindle the flames in all the fierce heat 
of the first great excitement. 


The Springfield Republican of this 


morning tells the story of the suicide 
and then gives a review of the case 
that gives many facts never 
made 


known to the public before. .Appar- 
ently these come from court officers 
who believe their lips were unsealed as 
far as Lanfair was concerned by the 
death for some of the inquest testi- 
mony is given. 


It will be remembered that Lanfair 


was one 'of the first suspected of the 
crime. 
There was certainly a great 


d«al of evidence that pointed in that 
"direction, and it was not hard to find 
a motive. Several times his arrest 
was promised within, a few sTays, and 
the newspapers were, all prepared to 
get out extras witb.iihe story of his 
connection with the crime, but the ar- 
rest never came, and in justice to Mr. 
Lanfair i* must be said that there 
were fatal breaks 
in the evidence 


against him and beyond a certain point 
the evidence pointed away from rath- 
er than to him.. 


But the Republican's etory, 
told 


with so much detail, is very interest- 
ing and is given in full as follows: 


Horace Lanfair, 68, committed sui- 


cide in his room in the Pierce block on 
North street at Pittsfleld yesterday af- 
ternoon, and death was practically in- 
stantaneous, so far as can be deter- 
mined by the examination of Medical 
Examiner Colt. Lanfair had lived in 
Pittsfield since July, having gone there 
from 
North Adams, and occupied 


rooms on the third floor of the block 
on the southeast corner, a rather 'ob- 
scure location. The major part of the 
block is occupied by Mr. Moon as a 
restaufrant and lodging-house. 
"With 


Lanfair lived a woman, named Mary 
Doyle, who claimed to be his niece. 
She was arrested in North Adams last 
May for disturbing the peace and serv- 
ed a sentence of 60 days in the house of 
correction. Miss Doyle had occasion 
to go out yesterday afternoon for a 
time, and when she 
returned soon 


after 2 says she found Lanfair dead, 
he having shot himself through the 
right temple with a 32-caliber revolver. 
The body was lying1 on the bed on the 
right side, the wound" bleeding pro- 
fusely, and life was extinct. The wo- 
man aruosed the occupants of the 
block by her screams and Chief NiclA>l 
son was notified, who in turn summon- 
ed Medical Examiner Colt. The chief 
took possession of the case and ex- 
amined all the occupants of the block. 
The body was taken to John R. Fee- 
ley's undertaking rooms. 


Lanfair had worked some in Pitts- 


fleld as a carpenter, and, being a quiet 
man, 
little was known of him aside 


from intimate friends. He came into 
local prominence at the time of the 
murder of Henry P. Reed and his sis- 
ter 
Blanche M., August 6, 1897, at 


North Adams. Lanfair 
owed Reed 


some money 'and had given Reed or 
his sister a chattel mortgage on his 
horse and wagon. He lived with a 
nephew in Clarksburg, the two resid- 
ing alone, Lanfair having separated 
from his wife prior to "that. The af- 
ternoon before the murder Lanfair' 
went with Reed to Zylonite or Hooaac 
Valley park, where Reed met a woman 
who wanted to buy a horse and buggy 
for her son, and it was .understood 
that if the Lanfair outfit suited it was 
to be sold to her and the proceeds ap- 
plied on the mortgage. It was to have 
been delivered to Reed the following 
morning in any case, as he needed the 


but he never nerved sentence in Jail. 
At the inquest 
which was held the 


Monday following the murder, Lanfair 
was the first witness and evidenced 
so much emotion and uneasiness that 
the officers for a long time suspfccted 
him tof having committed the crime. 
Sheriff Fuller for the time was M 
impressed that ha suggested the isola- 
tion of Lanfair for a while in order to 
get a confession from him, if, indeed, 
he were the guilty party. He admits 
owning a revolvepof the pattern which 
shot Miss Reed as to caliber; but, al- 
though trembling at every nerve when 
on the stand at the inquest, he insist- 
ed that he was innocent, and asserted 
that he did not leave his home after 
arriving there, about 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon. The nephew also corrob- 
orated the story. 


Lanfair being a carpenter, there was 


for a time suspicion further. The mal- 
let found 
in the bedroom -• of Reed, 


where he had received the telling blow 
'on his skull, was of linsnum vitae, 
with a c'orner knocked 
off. Lanfair 


had done carpenter work for Reed a 
short time befoie, adding a piazza and 
making some repairs and it was sus- 
pected that he had used this mallet for 
the framing or other worn on the job. 
To add to the suspicion, one witness 
tesified that some years before, when 
a large block was built in North Ad- 
ams he and Lanfair worked on it, 
and that Lanfair had such a mallet, 
and told how a corner had been brok- 
en off at that time. He declined, how- 
ever, to positively identify it plead- 
ing that he coud not do so, as some 
years had elapsed since the breaking 
of the corner. 


On the day following the murder, 


.Saturday, Lanfair went to North Ad- 
ams about noon and testified that he 
was told of the crime by a man whom 
he met. He went to the house and 
joined in the crowd but did not go in 
for some time. Against Lanfair as a 
witness was Alexander K. Grant, who 
with one King was later arrested for 
the murder. Grant said that when 
he g'ot to the house next morning after 
the murder with his horse, which he 
kept in the Reed stable, he noticed the* 
halter tied peculiarly and all the weeds 
which his own horse would not pat, 
gone, thus carrying the idea that dur- 
ing the night, Lanfair had returned, 
put his horse in the Reed stable, as 
ha,d been his custom and that it had 
eaten the weeds and that Lanfair had 
tied the halter and left the peculllr 
knots. The Lanfair horse was poorly 
fed, 
and Grant attempted to sh'ow 


that it was so hungry that it ate the 
weeds. In the anonymous letter which 
Grant and King professed to get later 
by mail, asking them not to go through 
certain woods lest they be served as 
the Reeds were, it was attempted to 
indicate that Lanfair 
had written 


them and this because Lanfair had 
heard that one of the men had been a 
witness against him.
